Biographies 


Beverley Johnston is one of Canada’s 
leading percussionists. Over the years, 
she has commissioned and performed 
many works by leading Canadian 
composers some of which have become 
a staple of the standard percussion 
repertory around the world. In honour 
of her exemplary commitment to the 
performance of the music of Canadian 
composers, she has been awarded the 
distinction of “Canadian Music Centre 
Ambassador.” Johnston’s exceptional 
stage presence, remarkable virtuosity 
and musicianship have established her 
reputation beyond the border of her 
native Canada where she tours and 
performs frequently as a soloist and 
chamber musician. She has been invited 
to numerous internationally renowned 
marimba and percussion festivals over 
the years. She has recorded six solo CDs 
and can be heard as soloist and chamber 
musician on many other recordings, 
which are available from the Canadian 
Music Centre and iTunes. Beverley 
Johnston teaches at the University of 
Toronto and is a Marimba One and Paiste 
Artist.

Winner of the 2017-2018 Prix Goyer and 
a Prix Opus, Marc Djokic is one of the 
most prolific violinists of his generation. 
Djokic first studied violin with his father, 
violinist Philippe Djokic, one of Canada’s 
great soloists and a pupil of the master 
Ivan Galamian. Djokic made his first 
orchestra debut at 14, won the Governor 
General’s Millennium Award at 20, and 
at 23 was featured on Bravo! television 
series, The Classical Now. A native of 
Halifax, Nova Scotia, Djokic is known for 
his powerful and virtuosic performances. 
A past winner of Canada Council’s 
Instrument Bank among numerous other 
prizes, Djokic performs frequently as 
soloist with Canada’s top orchestras 
and in chamber music festivals across 
North America. His concerts have also 
been frequently broadcast by CBC 
Radio and Espace Musique. From the 
Jeunesses Musicales tour to Debut 
Atlantic, Djokic has toured several times 
throughout Canada. From 2015 to 2017 
the classical music channel NONCERTO 


produced more than 45 music videos 
filmed across Canada featuring Djokic 
and his collaborations. CAMMAC 
Music Centre named Marc Djokic as 
their first Artist-in-Residence, a role for 
the 2017-2018 season that includes 
teaching, performances, research and the 
commissioning of a work to be premiered 
at the Centre. 

Richard Burrows received both a 
Master of Arts in Music Education 
and a Master of Music in Percussion 
Performance from the University of 
Toronto, and an Honours Bachelor of 
Music in Percussion Performance from 
Wilfrid Laurier University. As a former 
principal cast member of ScrapArtsMusic, 
Burrows has performed throughout North 
America, Europe, Asia and Australia. He 
has also shared the stage with Nebosja 
Jovan Zivkovic, Evelyn Glennie, Synergy 
Percussion and NEXUS. Closer to home, 
he plays with numerous orchestras 
including the Kitchener/Waterloo 
Symphony Orchestra. As a freelance 
percussionist he has performed with the 
improv ensemble Digital Prowess, with 
famed bass clarinetist Kathryn Ladano 
in Stealth, with new music projects for 
InterArtsMatrix, and was a member of 
the Toronto Raptors drumline TR Beat. 

An avid educator, Richard Burrows gives 
master classes on improvisation, concert 
percussion and drumline throughout 
Ontario and across Canada. He is also on 
faculty at the International Music Camp in 
North Dakota. 

Described as “an incredibly musical 
percussionist” and as having an 
“impeccable sense of time and feel,” 
Jamie Drake is a Toronto-based 
percussionist, drummer and composer. 

He received his Master of Music from 
the San Francisco Conservatory of 
Music and has pursued doctoral studies 
at the University of Toronto with Dr. 

Russell Hartenberger. Drake’s solo and 
chamber performances have included 
premieres by Christos Hatzis, Elinor 
Armer and John Luther Adams. As a 
member of TorQ Percussion Quartet, 
he has performed numerous concerts, 
workshops and educational shows across 
Canada, the United States and Europe. 


As a busy freelance percussionist, he 
has performed with Evelyn Glennie, 
NEXUS, Soundstreams, Amici, Niagara 
Symphony, Aradia Ensemble, and is a 
percussionist and artistic staff for the 
Hamilton Children’s Choir. He recently 
served as interim percussion instructor 
at Acadia University and as a composer, 
percussion consultant and performer for 
the second season of the CBC television 
show Canada’s Smartest Person. Drake 
released his first solo album, Night, in 
July 2014. An active theatre musician, he 
has played for more than 50 musicals, 
including Canadian Stage’s award¬ 
winning London Hoad and has recorded 
theatre music for the Shaw Festival and 
composer Andrew Lippa. Jamie Drake’s 
compositions and arrangements have 
been commissioned and performed by 
TorQ Percussion Quartet, Mississauga 
Symphony Orchestra, Hamilton Children’s 
Choir, Hillfield Strathallan College and 
OnnanoKo Taiko, amongst others. 
Upcoming projects include a work for 
solo vibraphone and a composition for 
SSAA choir and percussion. 

Daniel Morphy graduated from the 
University of Toronto and the Glenn Gould 
School at the Royal Conservatory of 
Music, and now performs with some of 
Toronto’s most well known and respected 
ensembles. An avid orchestral and 
chamber musician, he frequently performs 
with the Toronto Symphony Orchestra, 
the Esprit Orchestra, the Evergreen Club 
Contemporary Gamelan and the Big 
Zang Collective. Other performances 
include concertos with the Toronto 
Symphony Orchestra and the Toronto 
Wind Orchestra. Always busy with new 
and exciting projects, Morphy is currently 
developing a solo repertoire with the 
guidance of master percussionist Ray 
Dillard. Future projects include Marimba 
+, a program of repertoire for solo 
marimba and one other element (small 
percussion, tape, electronics, etc.). Daniel 
Morphy has attended the Aspen Summer 
Music Festival and School (2008) and 
Steve Schick’s “Roots and Rhizomes” 
percussion workshop at the Banff Centre 
for the Arts (2010). He can also be heard 
on CBC, NAXOS, Centrediscs, and TSO 
live recordings.
